Boston, Sept. 26.—The receptions- ten- 


nered William J. Bryan at the numerous 
places since he commenced his present 
tour from his native state, were fairly 
eclipsed by the citizens of Boston and 
neighboring towns and cities when he 
arrived 
here. 
His 
visit had 
been 


heralded far and wide for several daj-s, 
and the city turned out In force to catch 
a glimpse o£ the first national speaker 
to address a Boston audience from a. sil- 
ver standpoint. Mr. Bryan and party 
arrived at the Boston and 'Albanj- sta- 
tion at 5:42 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
and the reception committee having an- ' 
ticipated an Immense throne of people, j 
a mounted squad of eight ofllcers and a 
detachment of 87 men were at the depot. 
Clubs were used by the officers to keep 
the upwards of 8000 people within the 
space allotted them. 
Carriages were 


hurriedly taken by the guests for a ride 
to the American House, the headquar- 
ters o" Lhe Democrats of Massachusetts. 
Mr. Bryan occupied the first carriage, 
with George F. Williams, 
Alexander 


Troup of Connecticut and Joseph Dan- 
iels, national commltteeman of North 
Carolina. The reception committee con- 
sisted of Timothy W. Coakley, Robert j 
Treat Paine, Jr., Henry TVlnn of MalcleE, 
Frank A. Hobart and E. C. Marshall. 


The Bryan carriage was an ordinary 


barouche, drawn by two blaclt horses. 
All along the line of parade handker- 
chiefs were waved, hats thrown In the 
air, and tremendous chtering went up 
liy ^ie crowds who were watching for thu 
visiLOr. The streets were crowded, and 
when near Lhe destination It was dif- 
ficult for the carriage to deposit their 
occupants at the hotel. ilr. Bryan ; 
alighted, and upon being escorted to 
apartments assigned him In the Amer- 
ican House, among the lirsit to shake hLs 
hand was Arthur Sewall of Maine, the • 
vice presidential nominee. The meeting ' 
was a pleasa.nt one, and cheer after cheer 
was given for the candidates as they : 
were engaged in ft brief conversation. 


At the hotel with llr. Sewall were M. - 


P. Frank of Portland, late Democratic 
candidate for governor oT MrLino, and a 
party of "prominent Maine Democrats 
were awaiting, and entered into the 
enthusiastic reception given Mr, Bryan. 
The members ot the bimetallic union 
tendered a reception and dinner to the 
candidate. There was considerable delay 
in the program, and when the lunch was 
partaken of, Ur. Bryan made a shcrt 
speech, which elicited wild applause. : 
The banquet hall was elaborately dec- 
orated. Rev. Dr. Gif:ord made a short 
prayer, and after the waicinc; Viands 
had been hurriedly disposed of, F. W. 
Xickerson, president of the union, called 
the company to order. In D. few words 
he paid tribute to the ca.ndhla.te, and dls- i 
cussed the Issue of the campaign. 
j 


Vice President E. ]SI. Boynton, prom- 


inent as an advocate of free silver, waa . 
then Introduced. He'spoke at length/ 
and feelingly praised the patriotism and 
enterprise and people of the west. H-2 . 
declared that among the people In the 
states west of the Missi?3lppl river there 
were more college graduates than In the 
east; In literature the west was In the . 
lead; in the trans-Mississippi 
states ! 


there were a larger number of veterans ! 
ol the late war, more Christian men and j 
women, and more churches and schools, ! 
than In any other section of the world. 
Kinging cheers followed Mr. Boynton'a 
remarks, and then Mr. Bryan arose. He 
said: 
j 


"I desire to express my thanks for the 


kindly worcs spoken for those who live ' 
In the Mississippi vallay. You have com- ! 
pllmented their Intelligence and their I 
piety and their dignity. "We recognize ! 
that to a large extent we are the descen- i 
dants of those who began our nation's 
history here. And while we may not all 
have In our veins the blood of revolu- 
tionary sires, we share with youthesplrit 
which they bequeathed. It Is more than I 
gratifying to find here In "Boston so! 
many are in hearty accord wlth^the sen- 
timents expressed In the Chicago plat- j 
form. From reading some of your pa- 
pers I had almost e'xpected to ftnd a ma- ' 
jorlty of your people out looking for the 
i 


tea, to get It and take It back. 
I 


"I appreciate what has been said In ' 


regaro. to the magnitude of this strug- '. 
gle. It Is a great struggle, a struggle • 
which It is Immposslble for us to realize, ! 
even, by many of us fighting In.lt. A 
poet has said that here the farmers Orel 
the shot that was "heard around the 
world. In this nation toduy the farmers 
and the laboring men and the business 
men are firing the shots that will be 
heard around the world. I do not take 
unto myself the words that.are spoken 
In praise, because my personality is lost 
In the cause for which I have the honor 
to stand. I realize the Immense conflict 
which Is on. I am a believer in Almighty 
Goil, and my prayer "is that I may be 
strong enough to bear whatever respon- 
sibilities which are imposed, and wise 
enough to discharge whatever duties 
which may fall upon me." 


For a moment an Impressive silence 


followed the conclusion, of this short 
speech, and the audience broke forth in 
loud and long continuous cheers. The 
norrldors of the hotel were choked with 
hundreds, and the progress of the party 
from the ba.nq.uet hall to the street, 
where carriages were waiting, was.serl- 
ouslr Impeded. Before Mr. Bryan's de- 
parture, Mr. Williams appeared before 
the throng and said he would speak a 
few worda.for Mr. Bryan,-who had al- 


rtady rnade several speeches during the 
day, and hie voice could not permit him 
to speak on that occasion, as he h:Ld two 
speeches to make during the evening. 
Finally, In response to repeated shouts, 
Mr. Bryan was forced to address the 
clamorous throng. He said: 


"I am fiad to see the people of Massa-. 


chusetts. It gratifies me to know that 
this sentiment which they have been 
exterminating for so long a time seems 
to grow on extermination. This craze 
has developed Into such an Incurable 
craze that If they attempt to put all the 
sliver lunatics In the asylum, there will 
not .be enough gold bugs left to act as 
attendants." 


Mr. Sewall also made his appearance, 


and was accorded a grand reception, but 
did not respond with a speech. 
The 


party then entered carriages, and -were 
driven to the common. 
There were 


demonstrations all along 
the 
route, 


which was over Beac'on hill, the visitors 
passing the state house on their way to 
the great meeting of the evening. 


OD Boston Common. 


The audience which greeted Mr. Bryan 


on Boston common was the largest which 
he has faced since he started on his tour 
through the "enemies' country." Xo es- 
timate placed the number of people a: 
less than 60,000, while many even place 
It at 70,000. The party was half an hour 
late, and the crowd had become very 
impatient. Mr. Bryan, with his run- 
ning mate, Arthur Sewall, and members 
of the reception committee, occupied 
a temporary platform In the center of .1 
broad campus, and the crowd entirely 
surrounded the little spot. James H 
Melldn of Worcester 
Introduced tho 


speakers, ilr. Mellen said Mr. Bryar, 
Is conducting a battle such as no humar. 
being ever conducted before. 


The first speaker was Jeremiah T. 


O'Sulllvan of Lawrence, prominent as n 
candidate "for lieutenant goverrib'r." H': 


SE-ld that the great wave of free sllver-

At Music Hull. 


In

old-fashioned 
Music hall, 


adorned with classic busts of renowned 
poets and musicians, Mr. Bryan last 
night closed one of the most eventful 
days of his eastern tour. The place is 
high roofed and spacious, with two bal- 
conies, and has a capacity of about 400T 
under ordinary conditions. An hour bo- 
fore the candidate's party arrived two- 
thirds of the seats were filled by tlckot 
holders, and hundreds were standing. 
"The police arrangements were admir- 
able, however, and there was no sort of 
clash. 
When the building had been 


filled from wall to wall the doors were 
closed, and clamoring thousands went 
away disappointed. The hall was en- 
tirely bare of decoration In honor of the 
meeting, and its high brown walls amply 
answered to the tradition of Boston's 
severity. 
' 


The crowd between these walls, how- 


ever, did net. It was there early, and 
It whiled away the Inevitable wait by 
making noise In every way It could 
devise. 
It cheered for everything It 


could think of in connection with the 
meeting, and had great deal of fun by 
calling for a speech from a man of 
Bryanesque features, who happened to 
be the first on . the stage". He read a 
newspaper, and ijalnfully feigned un- 
consciousness. 


Celebrities of New England Democ- 


racy and some of "the Populists came 
early. Each, of these men received an 
ovation when he appeared. "When George 
F. Williams, with his party, pushed their 
way to the front of the stage the crowd 
burst Into tumultuous applause.

".My friends, no question was overset- 


tied In this country until It was settled by 
the gri'at JDftss of tho people. Financiers 
never.settled a question. Bosses never 
settled a question. The voters themselves 
are the only ones who can settle nuy great 
question. 
(Applause). 
For the first 


time this money question has been sub- 
mitted to the votoof the American people. 
Heretofore the two groat parties have 
adopted platforms very similar, and where 
thoy did not get their platforms exactly 
alike they corrected tho mistake by get- 
ting thuir candidates exactly alike.

When? When other nations will allow 
it. 
(Greur applause.)

which Is to be called to order today, are 
camped In Music hall this morning, 
armed with their credentials, and deter- 
mined to remain until the convention 
adjourns. 
The state committee, which 


is controlled by the advocates of the 
Eold standard, yesterday^ftternoon an- 
nounced that the tickets of admission 
to the convention would not be given out. 
until this morning. 
The silver con- 


tingent announced yesterday Its Inten- 
tion or opposing the-offlcers o£ the con- 
vention suggested by the state commit- 
tee, and It \vaa expected that the nrsl 
fight of the convention would come on 
the election ol a, temporary chaJrman, 
when the silver men proposed to show 
their strength and overthrow the gold 
(action. 
'The sllverltes therefore claim 


that the object of the state committee, 
In deferring the distribution of tickets 
until this morning, was a plan Intended 
tc prevent many of the silver delegate: 
from getting into the hall In time to 
participate In the organization, as they 
maintained it would, be Impossible to 
inspect credentials and give out. tickets 
to all of the .2600 delegates before the 
convention opened. 


The silver-men therefore suggested 


that the delegates admitted 
to 
the 


Bryan meeting- last, night remain In the 
hall-untu the convention opened, to en- 
sure their having a vote In the organiza- 
tion. The gold men made an effort to 
have the hall cleared by the police, bui 
Chairman Martin ot the police board re- 
fused to Interfere, and withdrew his 
men from the hall. Meanwhile rumors 
spread In tlie hall to the effect that the 
lights were to be turned out, and thai 
the hall would be cleared by force, and 
they 
brought forth several radical 


speeches. When the police were finally 
withdrawn they were loudly cheered, 
and tLier. a committee was appointed to 
secure refreshments, and the delegates 
settled down tq remain until after the 
convention.

Boston, Sept. 2ti.—The Democratic 


state committee yesterday held the larg- 
est session in the history ot the state 
organization, and at the present writing, 
there seems to be but little hope thai 
definite results will be reached before the 
convention assembles. The committee 
met a-t 3 o'clock, nearly evuryone being 
present, Including the gold standard sup- 
porters. For seven lone hours the com- 
mittee debated on the question of ad- 
mitting contesting delegations from all 
parts oC the state. The real fight came 
on the question of admitting ward 13 
delegates, who were declared elected by 
the caucus officers, but regarding whose 
election there Is considerable doubt, a= 
a large number of ballots were found de- 
fective. The committee sent to the bal- 
lot commission for a decision In the mat- 
ter. ' 


After the session began, 16 sold atar.d- 


aJd members Issued the following state- 
ment: 
"The undersigned members o( 


the Democratic state central commit- 
tee hereby state that they will bolt 11 
tru. approaching state convention shall 
endorse tne nomination ana platrorm ol 
tbe Chicago convention." 


The gold standard delegates "won one 


victory through tlie efforts of S. K. 
Hamilton, as the Winchester gold stand- 
ard delegates were seated. On the othei 
hu.;id, the sliver delegates from Pepperell 
were seated over tlie gold standard. 


The Democratic committee adjourned 


at 2 o'clock this morning, after a. session 
of 11 hours. Chairman Corcoran said 
that there was no truth in the statement 
made by the .silver men, now In camp In 
llusic hall, that the tickets for the con- 
,vention today were purposely held back 
until an hour or two bclore the conven- 
tion assembles. He said that the com- 
mittee decided on this action some days 
ago, and it was only In conformity with 
what has usually been tbe custom ID 
former years. The committee, he fur- 
ther stated, would meet again at £ 
o'clock, when It is expected that Music 
the hall will be cleared, so that the state 
livered to those who hired It.
